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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 6-8 and 1 6-1 8 are pending in the instant application, claims 1 -5, 9-1 5, 
and 19-20 having been canceled by the amendment dated 12/19/2005. Of the 
remaining claims, there are 4 independent claims and 2 dependent claims. 
Independent claims 6, 7, 16, and 17, which were indicated allowable in the office action 
dated 9/19/2005, have been amended to include the limitations of the base claims and 
any intervening dependent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. All claims rejected under 35 USC 103 have been cancelled. Accordingly, the 
rejection of these claims is moot and is withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 6, 7, 16, and 17 have been amended to include the limitations of the base 
claims and any intervening dependent claims. The examiner believes the record is 
clear as to the reasons for allowance. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Boulay et al. (US 2005/0246479), filed 4/30/2004, discloses a 
system and method to assist in the connection of cabling in a data storage system by 
indicating which ports need to be connected by cabling. The Boulay reference was filed 
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after the US filing date of the instant application of 3/4/2004, and accordingly is not prior 
art.
